MUSIC AND MUSICIANS

Genarally speaking, I am not niuch of «
bellever in that species of theology which
begins It overy precept with the words
“Thou shalt not.” I am not much given
to ndmiration of that species of education
which begina with a “"Don't."

Having been thoroughly instructed along
that line, years ago, by many relatives in
the way of religious and very proper lady.
aunts and grandaunts I have learned to
shun the parngraph which begins with any-
thing in the shapes or rense of a “"Don't."”

But there are sxceptions to all rules and
#0 1 present Lo the readers of The Bee who
are Interested along musioal linen the fol-
lowing maxima as lald down by Frederick
Stevenson in the current month's issue of
the Musienl Record and Review, and I
take the !iberty of expanding thereupon
because I have rend the whole article (for
which I have not room hefe) with a great
denl of Interest, and It has onused me many
hours of pleasant studying while developing
each of the thoughts of Mr, Blevenson with
special relation o my own experionces,

After giving a number of “"Nevers'" con-
cerning the teaching of scales, keys, modes,
ete., he gives us this: r

“Nover tench a fact through its likeness
or cnlikeness to something else. All brain
action should be dirsct—not frittered In an
inane hunt for semblances."

Thin opena up a field of thought which
will, I am sure, bo very snjoyable for puplis
and students, The statement is open to dis.
cuselon, and muoh good will nocrue to the
student or teacher who will develop argu-
ments In his own mind, pro and con, I
could write a column of discussion upon
such a text very easlly and then have said
only one hundredth part of what might be
suld, clted or conjectured upon the thema 1
leave It to the ithoughtful care of the
reader.
